Security guards in the W al­ 
dorf-A storia 
grand ballroom 
w ere pow erless to hold back the 
swell of hundreds of formally 
attired guests seeking auto­ 
graphs from the men who were 
first to circle the moon. 
F o r nearly an hour, the guests 
took pictures , and handed din­ 
ner menus up over the dais to 
the astronauts who obliged their 
ad m irerers as rapidly as they 
could. Each tim e the guards 
thought all had been signed, 
m ore were passed over their 
heads. 
Gov. Nelson A. Rockefeller 
pleaded with his guests; 
"L adies and gentlemen, this 
started out as a state dinner and 
Is ending up a love-in. Will you 
please take your seats!” 
Astronaut Jam es A. Lovell Jr., 
a Navy captain, later told the 
guests he would leave the din­ 
ner 
"slightly incapacitated. 
With my left hand I will not be 
able to w rite. With my right 


hand I will not be able to shake 
hands.” 
The rapport in the ballroom 
broadened as the astronauts an­ 
sw ered questions posed by the 
guests at the invitation of the 
governor. 
“ G eneral B orm an,” led off 
one guest, “ do you believe the 
moon is worth investigating?’ 
To be sure Air Force Col. 
F rank Borman did. “ In the 


quest for knowledge, using the 
moon as a goal, I feel it is like 
life Insurance — it’s m anda­ 
to ry .”

NEW 
YORK (AP) - P r e s i ­ 
dent-elect Nixon has settled for 
the forseeable future an in te r­ 
nal debate over the leadership of 
the Republican National Com ­ 
m ittee by asking Ray C. B liss to 
rem ain Its chairm an. 
No specific period was d is ­ 
closed and B liss would not d is ­ 
cuss the question of how long he 
might continue. But a key polltl - 
cal aide to the P resident-elect 
says Nixon’s request means 
B liss will rem ain in the party 
post for “ a substantial period” 
unless he 
decides to leave. 
Nixon is known to have con­ 
sidered replacing B liss with a 
chairm an m ore talented In pub­ 
lic political salesm anship. 
Some men among Nixon’s c i r ­ 
cle of advisers had advocated 


this course. 
A possible com prom ise also 
had been considered, that of a s ­ 
signing a new party spokesman 
to work with B liss at the nation­ 
al com m ittee. One man who had 
been under consideration for 
that role was Bug Wilkinson, the 
television sp o rtscaster who has 
been named a special White 
House consultant. 


But that idea is now said to 
have been dropped. 
B liss, 61, has been chairm an 
since A pril 1, 1965. His field 
Is organization politics —the 
technical side; and he shuns the 
public speaking, banquet c ir ­ 
cuit approach. 


His constituency is am mg o r­ 
ganization 
Republicans, state 


and national com mlttmen, for 
exam ple, and th eir support Is 
believed to have been a factor 
In the decision to have him r e ­ 
m ain. 


B liss spent about two hours 
with Nixon F riday. “ He ex­ 
pressed com plete satisfaction 
with the job being done by me 
as Republican national ch air­ 
m an,” B liss said. 


In the view of som e Nixon a s ­ 
sociates, the retention of Bliss 
m eans that activities by the Re­ 
publican senatorial and con­ 
gressional campaign comm t- 
tees will be upgraded. There is 
talk of their being given r e ­ 
search 
assistan ce from the 
W hite House as w«»ll as the a s ­ 
signm ent of top adm inistration 


officials to campaign for indi­ 
vidual candidates in rough r a c ­ 
es. 
Nixon has fixed the goal of r e ­ 
gaining party control of the Sen­ 
ate in 1970. Twenty-five Demo­ 
cratic seats will be at stake then 
and many are regarded as vul­ 
nerable. F or that reason, R e­ 
publican leaders hope they can 
upset the Democrats* present 
57-42 m ajority. 
D em ocratic seats up for grabs 
next year include those now 
filled by Sens. Edward M. Ken­ 
nedy, D -M ass., Edm m dS .M us- 
kie, D-M aine, and Eugene J.

DON'T BE AFRAID TO ASK 


QUESTIONS! Too many people 
looking for their first horse 
aelieve if they show inexper- 
ience some trader will see 
them 
coming. Actually the 


ones who try putting up a front 
are the ones who wind up with 
an unsuitable horse. 


A horse is a sizeable invest- 
ment, so find out what you're 
jetting. Ask about the animal's 
previous owners, and what the 
lorse was used for. Find out 
his breeding, age, what feed he 
is used to, if he is shod or 
barefoot. Know when he was 
last wormed, had his teeth 
floated, and if he has had his 
sleeping sickness and tetanus 
:oxoid shots. 
It's like taking out insur- 
ance to have a horse or large 
animal veterinarian throughly 
check any horse you are think- 
ing of buying. 
There 
are some items you 


can look for yourself before 
making a decision. The 
horse's 
overall appearance 


should be pleasing. His body 
well balanced, coat shiny, eyes 
bright and ears alert. His back 
should be strong and straight, 
withers neither too flat or too 
high, just prominent enough to 
hold a saddle in place. 


Body and leg muscles should 


be long and smooth, not knot- 
ted. Nostril discharge, any 
blemishes or running sores 
should be looked on with sus- 
picion. See that his feet are 
•well cared for. Any thick rid- 
ges rising from and encircling 
the outside wall of the hoof 
could be an Indication oifound - 
er, which cripples and lames 
horses. 
A horse 
may have some 


faults and perform well, but 
others may hinder his action 
and his disposition. Bring up 
any point you are curious 
about to the veterinarian. And 
no matter how much you think 
that horse will fit you, let the 
vet have the final say on your 
choice.

DON’T BE AFRAID TO ASK 
QUESTIONS! Too many people 
looking for their first horse 
believe if they show inexper­ 
ience some trader will see 
them 
coming. 
Actually the 
ones who try putting up a front 
are the ones who wind up with 
an unsuitable horse. 
A horse is a sizeable invest­ 
ment, so find out what you’re 
getting. Ask about the animal’s 
previous owners, and what the 
horse was used for. Find out 
his breeding, age, what feed he 
Is used to, if he is shod or 
barefoot. Know when he was 
last wormed, had his teeth 
floated, and if he has had his 
sleeping sickness and tetanus 
toxoid shots. 
It’s like taking out insur­ 
ance to have a horse or large 
animal veterinarian throughly 
check any horse you are think­ 
ing of buying. 
There 
are some items you 
can look for yourself before 
making a d e c is io n . The 
horse’s 
overall appearance 
should be pleasing. His body 
well balanced, coat shiny, eyes 
bright and ears alert. His back 
should be strong and straight, 
withers neither too flat or too 
high, just prominent enough to 
hold a saddle in place. 
Body and leg muscles should 
be long and smooth, no* knot­ 
ted. Nostril discharge, any 
blemishes or running sores 
should be looked on with sus­ 
picion. See that his feet are 
well cared for. Any thick rid­ 
ges rising from and encircling 
the outside wall of the hoof 
could be an indication otfound­ 
er, which cripples and lames 
horses.

lirst League Contest

The Red Bluff Spartans open­ 
ed up the 1969 Northern Ath­ 
letic L e a g u e season on a los­ 
ing note last night, but there 
was no shame in the locker 
room following the 49-45 de­ 
feat at the hands of the Cen­ 
tral Valley Falcons.

Last week Sen. Russell made a 
statement 
which 
surprised 


many diplomats —that the Uni- 
ted States should resume diplo- 
matic relations with Red China. 
When two nations talk together, 
he said, they don't make war. 
Looking through the back files 
of the Washington Merry-Go- 
Round, this statement Is not 
so surprising. Russell has been 
consistently opposed to the war 
in Vietnam, and in November,

Johnson scored one of the great- 
est political victories in his- 
tory, Russell was Invited to the 
LBJ ranch where he gave the 
newly reelected President some 
strong a-lvice to get out of Viet- 
nam. 


Russell has been consistent. 


Some Senators allow themsel- 
ves the luxury of inconsistency; 
more so in private, where they 
are not recorded, than in pub- 
lic where they are. 


Back in April of 1954 when 


Vice President Richard Nixon 
told the American Society of 
Newspaper Editors the United 
States would land troops In 
what was then French Indo- 
China, Russell played an impor- 
tant part in thwarting such a 
move. When John Foster Dulles 
and Admiral Arthur Radford, 
chairman of the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff, unfolded before a closed- 
door meeting plans to send 
American 
troops 
Into the 


French Indo-Chinese jungles, 
Sen. Russell observed: 
"That means war." 
Secretary Dulles denied this, 
claimed 
the 
United States 


would only send a police force. 


"When you commit the flag," 
said Russell, "you commit the 
country. And that is war." 
Sen. Earle Clements of Ken- 
tucky asked Radford whether the 
other Joint Chiefs agreed with 
him about sending troops into 
the jungles. 
"No," confessed the admir- 
al. "I am the only one who fa- 
vors this. But I am the only 
one familiar with Southeast 
Asia."

NEW YORK (A P)-T he current 
outbreak of virus infections In­ 
cluding 
Hong

flu now

one good thing going for it; It 
permits the sufferer to really 
appreciate television. 
This viewer, with streaming 
eyes, plugged nostrils and as­ 
sorted aches that pills don’t 
relieve, spent Wednesday in 
the company of an unobtrusive 
TV set. 
During the day, those endless 
game shows 
with 
the merry 
hosts and the squealing contest­ 
ants were much too noisy to 
bear, and the suffering in the 
soap operas had a tendency to 
make the invalid thrash around. 
But exactly right were some 
of those elderly movies that 
are ground out during odd hours 
of the morning and afternoon. 
This viewer turned on a per­ 
fectly dreadful World War n 
film 
in which Ginger Rogers 
played Rosy the riveter, and 
after about 15 minutes it had 
worked better than a sleeping 
pill. 
Later, when Dick Cavett with 
Abe 
Burrows 
were much too 
noisy and happy, there was a 
1937 
movie 
starring Wendy 
Barrie playing an heiress who 
acquires 
a 
newspaper and a 
bunch of carefree reporters 
including Walter Pidgeon. It 
may have been one of the very 
worst movies ever made, but 
one could follow every plot 
twist with eyes closed and even­ 
tually one drifted off to dream­ 
land. 
When this bug departs, if ever, 


It will be Interesting to com­ 
pare the worst of our 1969 
television fare with some of 
those old movies. It has got to 
be infinitely superior in every 
way — remember, we once paid 
money to see those oldies. 
For the rheumy-eyed, the hap­ 
piest TV consists of shows 
that can be glanced at, not wat­ 
ched 
closely. NBC, “ Music 
Hall,” with Nancy Sinatra sur­ 
rounded by some smooth musi­ 
cal performers and plenty of 
sleek music was thus one of the 
most effective prescriptions of 
the evening hours. 
Miss Sinatra has a pleasant 
way with a song and she was 
helped 
Immeasurably by Don 
Ho and the team of Sandler and

Something new seems to be 
arriving on the variety scene: 
poetry readings with a musical 
background. Johnny Carson had

with one of the most effective 
numbers in the hour. 
The weekly NBC show has an 
impossible task cut out for its 
producers — to turn out some­ 
thing like a variety special 
every seven days and use a dif­ 
ferent guest star each time. 
Thus the hour has more ups 
and downs than a fever chart, 
but when it is good, it is very 
rewarding. And it was a good 
show this week except for oc­ 
casional stilted conversation­ 
al exchanges in which all con­ 
cerned were obviously reading 
from cue cards. 
Predictions For 
Coming Programs 


NEW YORK (A P )- This is 
the time of the year when pre­ 
diction is popular, when peer­ 
ing into the crystal ball is part 
of the fun of beginning a new 
year. 
It is harmless enough: If you 
guess right, you can say “ I told 
you so,” and if you are wrong, 
you can forget the whole thing. 
But prediction in the area of 
television is really quite easy 
simply because it really doesn’t 
change m ich except in its ex­ 
ternals from year to year. 
This sage, for instance, fear­ 
lessly predicts that within the 
next 12 months the three tele­ 
vision networks will be pre­ 
occupied 
by 
midwifing 
into 
existence a clutch of half-hour 
situation comedies about a bea­ 
utiful widow and her bright, cute 
son. After all, the big hit of this 
season has been “ Julia,” about 
a beautiful widow with a bright, 
cute son. 
It is written here that all three 
networks 
will try to come up 
with variations on the “ Laugh­ 
in’' 
theme, and will proclaim 
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each variation to be a “bold 
new concept in television enter­ 
tainment.” 
Some networks will bravely de­ 
cide to drop one of those night­ 
ly two-hour movie reruns.Good 
old movies for TV are getting 
scarce and the public is not 
anywhere 
near 
as enamored 
of the lesser movies as it once 
was. The time will probably be 
filled with two-half hour situa­ 
tion comedies plus a one-hour 
variety show headlined by a very 
young singer with a Southern ac­ 
cent and a guitar. 
A number of one-hour West­ 
erns will be interred in TV’s 
Boot Hill come spring while an 
equal number will be born next 
September. The 
heroes will 
change, but the scripts and the 
horses will look awfully famil­ 
iar. 
There will be numerous state­ 
ments from the better-broad­ 
cast 
organizations decrying 
TV’s excessive amount of vio­ 
lence. Network spokesmen will 
assert that they are being extra 
careful about that sort of thing 
— long fights and wholesale 
killings — but the regular view­ 
ers won’t notice any real dif­ 
ference. 
Approximately half the view­ 
ing audience will complain to 
friends that “whenever I like a 
show, they cancel it.” The other 
half will confide that all they 
ever watch on TV are sports 
and the educational stations — 
but somehow are able to report 
the most recent plot turns to 
“ Peyton Place” or the gags of 
i 
Rowan and Martin.
